Tim Frazier (BSA) clinched the 540cc 
class National Championship by 
winning the AMA National Cham- 
pionship Hillclimb Series round at 
Jefferson, Pennsylvania, September 29. 
With only one round remaining, 
Frazier is one win away from becoming 
the first rider to go undefeated in an 
entire season. Ted Wilkins (Rtx) 
finished second in the 540cc class, 
while Paul Pinsonnault (Hon) was 
third. Lou D. Gerencer Jr. (H-D) 
moved into a three-way tie at the top 
of the 800cc class point standings by 
winning at Jefferson. Gerencer is tied 
with Jefferson runner-up Wade Wil- 
liams (Hon) and Jeff Yoder (H-D), 
who was 10th on the day. Harry 
Schrieber (H-D) finished third in the 
White Rose M.C.-promoted event. 


Danny Hamel (KTM) won the AMA 
National Championship Hare & 
Hound Series title by scoring the 
overall win in the final round of the 
series at Wendover, Nevada, September 
29. Garth Sweetland (Kaw) was the 
runner-up in the race, while Jimmy 
Lewis (KTM), Paul Krause (Kaw) 
and Utah’s Brent Fox (Yam) rounded 
out the top five. Unofficially, Hamel 
concluded the series with 120 points, 
and Sweetland was second with 92. 
Larry Roeseler (Kaw) who was in 
contention for the title, suffered 
mechanical problems and finished 
12th in the race and third in the final 
point standings. Lewis captured the 
250сс title and Jeff Capt (Yam) the 
125cc crown. 


Scott Summers (Hon) scored the 
overall win in the final round of the 
AMA. National Championship Hare 
Scrambles Series in Lynnville, Indi- 
ana, September 29. Summers crossed 
the finish line ahead of Duane 
Conner (Kaw), Aaron Hough (Kaw), 
former National Hare Scrambles 
Champion Johnny Martin (ATK) 
and Ethan Goodrich (KTM), respec- 
tively. Unofficially, Summers, who 
wrapped up the championship title 
earlier in the season, finished out the 
series with 205 points, while Ron 
Naylor (ATK) was the runner-up with 
134 points. 


The FIM has announced that a 
compromise has been reached with 
proponents of an alternate road racing 
World Championship. The World 





Championship Road Race Series 
will continue to be run under the 
auspices of the FIM with Two-Wheel 
Promotions, headed by Bernie Eccel- 
stone, and Dorna, the Spanish concern 
who holds the TV rights contract to 
Grand Prix road racing beginning in 
1993, managing the championships. 
The compromise gives the FIM the 
right to veto any proposed changes to 
sporting, technical or safety regula- 
tions while Two-Wheel Promotions 
will control marketing. Reports indi- 
cate that next year’s GPs will run on 
alternate weekends from the Formula 
One car. GPs to allow for better TV 
coverage. Eccelstone is the president of 
the Formula One Constructors Asso- 
ciation (FICA). 


Two-time World Champion Wayne 
Rainey underwent surgery on Thurs- 
day, September 26 to repair the damage 
to his right thigh bone that was broken 
in a practice crash in Malaysia on 
September 22. After being flown back 
from Malaysia, Rainey was operated 
on at the Sequoia Hospital in Red- 
wood City, California, by Dr. Arthur 
Ting, the team doctor of the San 
Francisco 49ers. Rainey suffered an 
intra-articular fracture of the right 
femur and the break required six 
screws. In addition, Rainey suffered a 
small fracture to the fifth metacarpal 
of his left hand, a slight concussion, 
and he also inhaled some fire retardent. 
“The trauma of the 20-hour flight 
from Malaysia to California has led the 
medical team to take precautionary 
measures," Marlboro Yamaha's team 
therapist Dean Miller said. “But 
Wayne is very stable and we expect full 
race recovery after extensive physio- 
therapy in the next 12 weeks." 


Kevin Schwantz is also on the mend 
following his pre-Malaysian GP test 
crash. The Texan underwent surgery 
on Wednesday, September 25, to repair 
the numerous broken and dislocated 
bones in his left hand. The hand was 
pinned with six pins, and Schwantz 
will be out of action for eight weeks. 
“Just when my golf game was starting 
to come around," Schwantz joked. The 
Lucky Strike Suzuki rider reports, 
however, that he suffered no ligament 
or nerve damage to his hand.

the first 500cc Grand Prix of his career in 

the final round of the World Championship 
Road Race Series in Malaysia on September 29. 
The 1990 250cc World Champion and 500cc class 
rookie topped Rothmans Honda’s Wayne Gardner 
by 6.145 seconds at the Shah Alam circuit. 

Third place went to Gardner’s teammate, 
Michael Doohan, with Ducados Yamaha’s Juan 
Garriga and Marlboro Yamaha’s Kevin Magee 
rounding out the top five finishers. American 
Doug Chandler dropped out of the race on the 
seventh lap with mechanical problems. World 
Champion Wayne Rainey, Lucky Strike Suzuki's 
Kevin Schwantz and Cagiva’s Eddie Lawson did

not race due to injuries. 





Rainey’s net total (with the lowest two results subtracted) of 233 tops Doohan’s 
224 in the final championship point standings. Schwantz ends the season third 
with 204 and Kocinski finishes fourth with 161 points. Gardner also finishes the 
season with 161 points, but Kocinski’s lone victory places him fourth in the final 


standings. 


The 250cc GP saw newly-crowned World Champion Luca Cadalora on the 
Rothmans Honda top Repsol Honda’s Carlos Cardus by a scant .074-of-a-second. 
HB Honda's Helmut Bradl finished third. Cadalora ended the season with 237 


points (net) to Bradl's 220 and Cardus’ 205. 


Two-time World Champion Loris Capirossi ended his season with a win over 
fellow Honda riders Kazuto Takada and Nobuyuki Wakai. Capirossi's season 
concludes with 200 net points to Fausto Gresini's 181 and Ralf Waldmann's 141.

Baldwin 
last rode a road racer at Daytona in

“At 
this point we can't pay rider fees and 
Freddie needs to be compensated; he 
deserves it. There will be no hard 
feelings from us if Freddie can work 
a deal with Eraldo (Ferracci). We'd give 
the thumbs up to him. But right now, 
we have a ride for him.”

Ward, Cooper hammer 
out Steel City wins

DELMONT, PA, SEPT. 29 
or the third year in a row, Kawa- 
Ё saki’s Jeff Ward struck gold in the 
500cc National at Steel City USA. 
After trailing 500cc National series 
points leader Jean-Michel Bayle to the 
finish line in the first 30-minute plus 
two-lap moto, defending National 


Champion Ward led the entire distance 
in moto two to score his third con- 
secutive win at the facility that lies just 
east of Pittsburg. The win, Ward’s 53rd 
in his 14-year National career, moved 
him to second in the series standings. 
“This track has my type of dirt," said 





the 30-year-old southern Californian, 
referring to the hard-pack course laid 
out on opposing hillsides cut by a deep 
ravine. The long uphills, fast straights 
and many sweeping turns made it all 
the more suitable for the power of 
Ward’s Tom Morgan-prepared Kawa- 
saki KX500. 

“I like the way it feels, the berms 
are nice and long,” Ward added. 

The southern Californian felt even 
better about moving past Jeff Stanton, 
who scored third overall with 3-2 moto 
finishes, in the series point standings. 
Ward was optimistic about making up 
the 13-point deficit and overtaking 
points leader Bayle with two Nationals 
remaining in the six-race 500cc series. 

“I hope to get it down to six (points) 
next week at Budds Creek," said Ward, 
who would then be in a position to 
at least tie Bayle in the lastround by 
winning both motos. А win awards 
three points more than a second place 
finish in a National moto. “Then we'll 
see how he rides under pressure. He 
hasn't had to do it all year." 

The Frenchman seemed uncon- 
cerned about the possibility of not 
winning an unprecedented three 
championships in one season, having 
already fulfilled his main ambition of 
winning the Camel Supercross title, as 
well as the 250cc National crown. 

"I'll just try to make the same points 
(as Ward in each remaining National) 
to win the championship," said Bayle, 
who won the first moto despite two 
crashes. He finished third in moto two 
after falling in the first turn and ended 
up second overall. 

A runaway in the 125cc National 
title chase may have been averted when 
series points leader Mike Kiedrowski 
failed to finish the second 125cc moto 
after he had won the first race. Suzuki's 
Guy Cooper, who trailed Kiedrowski 
by 49 points entering the event, got 
back into the chase with a pair of 
second-place finishes and narrowed 
the gap to 30 points. Cooper's overall 
victory was the defending champ's 
13th 125cc National win and tied him 
with Broc Glover for second on the 
125cc all-time win list. Three-time 


























125cc National Champion Mark Bar- 
nett holds the record at 25 wins. 

Kiedrowski suffered a rear flat tire 
while leading early in moto two, but 
a bent and broken exhaust pipe melted 
a hole in his Kawasaki KX125's gas 
tank and put the 1989 125cc National 
Champion out after 20 minutes. Last 
year at Steel City, Kiedrowski overtook 
Cooper in the point standings when 
Cooper failed to finish a moto, also 
due to mechanical problems. 

With Kiedrowski on the sidelines, 
Cooper carefully maneuvered his 
Marshal Plumb-tuned Suzuki RM125 
to second, several seconds behind 
winner and Suzuki teammate Mike 
LaRocco, who had DNF'ed the first 
moto. Although Cooper cut Kiedrows- 
ki's lead to 30 points, the 29-year-old 
Oklahoman knows it will be tough to 
overcome Kiedrowski's advantage in 
the two 125cc Nationals that remain 
on the 13-round 125cc schedule. 

"I'll need some good luck, because 
Kiedrowski is so consistent and will 
have to have some bad luck," said 
Cooper. “I have to go for the moto 
wins and do the best I can." 

Yamaha's Jeff Emig finished second 
in the overall column with 5-3 moto 
finishes and Suzuki's Larry Ward 
captured third overall with a pair of 
fourths. 

For the first time, the Steel City 
National was run under mostly sunny 
skies with temperatures in the upper 
60s. Promoter Dave Coombs estimated 
that close to 8000 spectators came out 
to enjoy the racing on the beautiful 
fall day, and they got to watch 70 500cc 
class entrants and 87 125cc riders 
compete in pre-race qualifiers for 
riders not in the top 10 in the point 
standings and four National motos. 


500cc National 


Jeff Ward was the fastest up the short 
start hill and led Stanton, FMF/Aloe 
Up/RRP-backed Ray Sommo, Tuf 
Racing's Ron Lechien, Yamaha's 
Damon Bradshaw, Barr's Competi- 
tion/FMF/Smith/Arai-backed Mike 
Jones and Bayle through the first few 
turns. As Sommo dropped to the back 
of the group on the first lap, Bradshaw 
shot up to third with Bayle on his tail. 

Bayle wasted little time with Brad- 
shaw and moved to third on lap two 
of what would be an 11-lap race on 
the long course. A lap later he passed 
Stanton for second and then erased 
Ward's two-second advantage to 
assume the lead. 

“1 did a big swap on the third lap 
and had to regroup,” said Ward. 

Bayle quickly pulled away from 
Ward, while Stanton slowly lost touch 
with the top two. Bradshaw was no 
threat to Stanton as he settled into 
fourth, well ahead of fifth-place 
Lechien. Just when it looked like Bayle 
would run away with the race, his lead 
evaporated when he fell over in a 
corner on lap five. The Frenchman 
remounted just in front of Ward and 
lost the lead a short time later, but it 
didn’t take him long to find his way 
back to the front. 

But Bayle soon fell again on one of 
the many off-camber turns and Ward 
was right there to capitalize. Bayle 
charged back again, however, and 
made a brilliant pass, taking an outside 
line approaching a fast off-camber 
corner and then cutting under Ward 
to retake the lead on lap seven. 
Although Ward kept him in sight for 
the remaining four laps, Bayle was just 
out of reach and crossed the finish line 
with a two-second winning margin. 

"I just tried to finish the race 
without crashing,” said Bayle. 

“Bayle was riding better than I was,” 
said Ward. 

Stanton didn't ride well enough to 








have either in sight, as he finished a 
distant third, with Bradshaw a more 
distant fourth. 

"I rode okay," said the teenager from 
North Carolina, “I just wasn't going 
as fast as those guys." 

Bradshaw was fast enough to finish 
with a huge margin on Lechien, the 
fifth place finisher. 

Although Jones, whose house is 
within view of the track, held sixth 
throughout the moto, he had to fight 
for the position the whole way. First, 
Sommo challenged him early in the 
race before the southern Californian 
dropped back to an eventual 13th place 
finish. Then, late in the race, Jones 
was embroiled іп a dogfight with 
Yamaha's Doug Dubach, KTM's Keith 
Johnson and Tuf Racing's Keith 
Bowen. 

At one point Dubach got by Jones, 
who said, “І repassed him up the steps 
and then he slammed me in the next 
corner.” 

Johnson also had harsh words for 
Dubach after the two tangled with just 
lover one lap remaining. 6 

“I went by Dubach and Jones іп the 
same turn," Johnson began. “Then 
oming down a fast hill I don’t think 
Dubach even stopped and (he) sent me 
for a ride." 

Johnson didn't finish the race, 
injuring his elbow and side in the fall, 
while Dubach was delayed long 
enough for Kawasaki Team Green's 
Gene Naumec to get by and finish 
eventh behind Jones. 

"I'll admit I slammed Jones," said 
Dubach, who finished eighth with an 
extremely sore wrist that has plagued 
him since August and at Steel City kept 
im out of the second moto. “Ме were 
side-by-side and bumped. Johnson 
jumped way to the right on the 
downhill and I was to the left. Coming 
into the turn I couldn't avoid him, he 
ut across and ran into the side of my 
bike. I guess I share some of the 
responsibility, but he could've glanced 
over.” 

KTM-mounted Bowen dropped off 
he pace near the end and finished 
ninth, while Fred Andrews completed 
he top 10. 

At the start of the second moto, Ward 
made another perfect getaway with 

tanton, Jones, Bradshaw and 
Andrews trailing. Bayle was running 
at the back of the pack after a fall in 
turn one. y 
“Somebody hit me from behind,” 
Bayle said. 

A few corners into the race, Brad- 
shaw and Jones came together as 
Bradshaw attempted to pass.

“He cut over on me, caught my 
handlebars and took us both down,” 
said an irate Jones after he retired with 
a damaged front brake. 

“I knew if I didn’t get around him 
quickly Га be screwed,” said Brad- 
shaw. “I had him passed, yet he said 
I moved over. He’s the one who hit 
me in the back.” 

Bradshaw got up and rode his bent 
air-cooled Yamaha WR500 to an 18th- 
place finish. 

At the front, Ward quickly estab- 
lished a two-second lead on Stanton, 
and by the time Bayle reached third 
on lap three they were out of sight. 
They finished in that order, with Ward 
about five seconds clear of runner-up 
Stanton and Bayle way behind in third. 

“I never slacked off and actually 
went a little faster in the middle of the 
race,” said Ward. 

“I got smoked,” said Stanton in his 
typical, straightforward way. “І 
couldn’t keep up with him. I did my 
best and came up short.” 

Although the race for the top three 
positions was uneventful, there was 
plenty happening in the scramble for 
other positions among the privateers. 
Smith/DGY/Pro Circuit/Answer- 
backed Rich Taylor briefly took over 
third when Bradshaw and Jones went 
down, and the Ketchum, Idaho, native 
kept the position until Bayle passed 
him early in the race. In a fight for 
fifth, Andrews had his hands full with 
Lechien early in the moto, but 
Lechien’s race ended early on lap three 
when his chain derailed. 

Andrews took up the chase of Taylor 
and passed him for fourth on the 
fourth lap. Taylor then dropped back 
into a battle with Naumec and Bowen, 
but Bowen won that dice and moved 
in on fourth-place Andrews. Bowen 
took the position late in the race, and 
before Andrews could retaliate his 
Kawasaki quit. 

“I ran out of gas!” said Andrews, 
who is backed by Rad N Bad and his 
parents’ multi-line dealership in 
Salem, Ohio. “That’s the first time I've 
gotten a good start all year.” 

With Andrews out of the way, 
Bowen cruised to a fourth place finish 
with 18-year-old .Naumec and Taylor 
strung out behind for fifth and sixth, 
respectively. They all ended up in the 
same order in the overall results and 
shared a portion of a bonus given to 
the top three privateers in each class. 
'The money for the bonus was raised 
by selling $5 pit passes that let the 
spectators get up close to the factory 
riders for a limited time in the 
morning.

It's not often that Kiedrowski gets 
a holeshot, but he rounded the first 
turn at the front of the pack in moto 
one with Cooper ‘and Emig in his 
tracks. It wasn't long before Kied- 
rowski had a two-second cushion on 
Cooper and Emig began to slowly slip 
back. A tight battle among Team 
Peak/Honda's Jeremy McGrath, 
Suzuki teammates Tallon Vohland, 
Mike LaRocco and Larry Ward, AXO/ 
Pro Circuit's Erik Kehoe and Team 
Peak's Brian Swink moved them up 
on the Yamaha rider. 

Vohland and LaRocco passed 
McGrath on the third of what would 
be 11 laps in the 30-minute plus two- 
lap race to take over fourth and fifth. 
After another circuit LaRocco got by 
Emig and moved to third, but Cooper 
was out reach. 

""There were a couple of spots where 
I could gain on him, but he's clever 
and knew where to get the time back,” 
said Cooper. 

With LaRocco now running all 
alone in third, Vohland put pressure 
on fourth-place Emig but his chal- 
lenge ended when he fell on lap six. 

“I was using an inside groove in an 
off-camber, the front end slid out and 
I went on my head," said Vohland, 
who dropped back to sixth behind 








Kehoe, Ward and McGrath. Swink had 
also dropped off the pace as he 
struggled to ride with a brace on his 
right wrist to help support a broken 
bone suffered at the Washougal 
National. 

After nearly 30 minutes, leader 
Kiedrowski still maintained a few 
seconds on Cooper. A valiant charge 
by LaRocco brought him slightly 
closer to his Suzuki teammate, but it 
ended a few laps from the end as he 
suddenly slowed. 

“The rear axle came out of the 
swingarm and that's all she wrote," 
said LaRocco. 

Kiedrowski nearly lost the lead when 
mistakes allowed Cooper to get on his 
back fender two laps from the end, but 
the southern Californian regrouped 
and was able to put two seconds on 
Cooper before they crossed the finish 
line. 

Kehoe, competing in his first race 
since breaking his foot at the Troy, 
Ohio, National in July, and Ward 
hounded Emig throughout the race as 
McGrath faded from the battle for 
third. Two laps from the end Emig's 
Yamaha began sputtering with igni- 
tion problems and both Kehoe and 
Ward shot by on the final circuit to 
finish third and fourth, respectively. 

“On the second lap I started noticing 
it," said Emig. “Тї became worse up 
the hills, and I tried to hold everybody 
off as long as I could." 

"Emig was looking over his 
shoulder and moving into my lines," 
said Kehoe. “Не was trying to stay up 
as far as possible." 

McGrath finished sixth behind a 
slowing Emig, with seventh going to 
Vohland and eighth to DGY's Doug

Henry. Jeromy Buehl, who was com- 
peting in only his second race since 
undergoing major knee surgery earlier 
this year, finished ninth and Swink 
rounded out the top 10 after passing 
Oklahoman Cliff Palmer and Amateur 
National Champion Tim Ferry late in 
the race. 

At the start of the second moto, 
Kiedrowski edged out Swink entering 
the second turn to lead the pack. 
McGrath had already gone down in 
the first turn while Buehl and Vohland 
also crashed in turn two. 

Kiedrowski led until the second lap 
when he started to slow with a flat rear 
tire. Swink was the only rider to pass 
him on lap two, but both LaRocco and 
Cooper got by one lap later. Kied- 
rowski struggled on for several laps, 
slowly slipping back until he stopped 
in the mechanics area to change rear 
wheels. 

“1 stopped and gas was pouring out 
everywhere," said Kiedrowski. “I think 
a rock hit the pipe, which broke and 








(the hot exhaust gasses) blew a hole 
in the tank." 

Swink was having troubles of his 
own up front as he began to tire. 

“I was going fast and felt good, but 
since I haven't been practicing during 
the week my endurance is down and 
I fell off the pace," Swink said. 

That gave LaRocco the opportunity 
to seize the lead, and at the 20-minute 
mark he was six seconds ahead of 
Cooper. The defending champ was 
content to let LaRocco go unchal- 
lenged to the finish. 

“1 could see five or six bikes behind 
me," said Cooper. "There wasn't a 
Kawasaki, so I knew I could finish 
second, get the overall and still gain 
some points on Kiedrowski. I didn’t 
want to throw it down." 

Cooper almost backed it down too 
far as Emig and Ward closed in near 
the end and challenged Cooper on the 
last two laps. Neither could make a 
move, though, and Emig finished third 
with Ward in his tracks. Kehoe fin-

Suzuki's 
Denny Stephenson, who ran as high as 
third early in the moto, finished ninth 
and Henry completed the top 10 with 
Palmer in his tracks. CN

Oliver on warpath at Moroso

WEST PALM BEACH, FL, SEPT. 22 

n the land of the Seminole Indians, 
Г“ Oliver went оп a warpath, 

scalping his, competitors in both 
Interstate Batteries Formula USA legs 
at Moroso Motorsports Park. Oliver, 
riding his trusty Yamaha steed, out- 
gunned the other two-wheeled war- 
riors and closed the point standings 
gap on fellow Marlboro Team Roberts 
tribesman Robbie Petersen to nine 
points with only the Road Atlanta 
powwow left on the schedule. 

Oliver, who readily admits his 
championship hopes are slim at best, 
wants to close out this season being 
recognized as the fastest rider in 
WERA. Oliver drove that point home 
by qualifying on the pole with a record 
shattering one-minute, 20-second flat 
run on the 2.25-mile Moroso circuit. 

It was the first visit of the WERA 
Pro Series to Moroso and many of the 
local Florida riders, who race on the 
track often, were looking forward to 
show what they could do against the 
dominant Marlboro Yamaha GP 
machines. 

It was thought by many that Moroso 





could be the track where a big super- 
bike might be able to beat the 500cc 
two-stroke GP bikes, if for no other 
reason than rider experience on the 
track. Oliver scoffed at that notion, 
saying that he could easily learn 
Moroso in 20 laps of practice. 

The one rider who everyone was 
looking at to possibly end the strangle- 
hold of Oliver and Petersen on the 
series was Valvoline Suzuki rider 
Donald Jacks. Jacks began road racing 
at Moroso five years ago, and has won 
countless races there. He was also the 
track record holder at Moroso coming 
into this weekend and would be riding 
the potent Keith Perry-built Suzuki 
GSXR1100. 

Other notable locals hoping to be 
a factor were Moroso ace Mark Chin, 
former Daytona 200 winner John 
Ashmead, and longtime Florida rac- 
ing veterans Rick Shaw and Rick 
Herndon. 

Oliver's record qualifying run was 
a full second ahead of his teammate 
Petersen's time. Instead of looking for 
a battle with Oliver, Petersen seemed 








to be in the mode of preserving his 
points lead at Moroso. 

The surprising third place qualifier 
was Chuck Graves on the Yoshimura- 
built Suzuki GSXR1100. Graves 
clocked in at 1:21.49, almost half of 
a second faster than Jacks. 

One explanation given by the Val- 
voline Suzuki team for Jacks not 
having a better qualifying speed, was 
that he was using a special six-speed 
gearbox from Suzuki and the team was 
testing different gearing settings. “Не 
will be faster than Graves on Sunday,” 
said one Valvoline Suzuki team 
member. 

Oliver and his crew figured high 
1:20s in the two races would be good 
enough for the win. After turning some 
“unofficial” 1:195 in practice, Oliver 
felt he could run the 1:20 pace the 
entire way in both legs. 

If Graves went slower on race day, 
he had a good reason. In the morning 
practice session an oil line on his 
Suzuki wore through, oiling his rear 
tire and sending him crashing to the 
pavement. Fortunately, neither rider 
nor bike was hurt badly and Graves 
would make the finals. 

Oliver wasted no time in taking 
control in the first race. Turning low 
1:20 lap times, he had a six-second lead 
on the rest of the field by the fourth 
lap. Petersen, Jacks and Graves were 
in a tough dice for second. In fifth, 
Michael Martin was a few seconds 
ahead of the methanol-burning Suzuki 
of Kurt Hall. Jeff Heino (a New 
Hampshire rider who sometimes lives 
in Florida) was holding down seventh, 
just ahead of a group that included 
Ashmead, Chin and Shaw. 

In the closing stages of the first leg, 
Oliver continued to pull away and he 
had a winning 6.64-second margin at 
the checkered flag. Petersen finally got 
away from Jacks and Graves to secure 
second. It appeared that Graves 
selected too soft of a rear tire and he 
could not hold off Jacks for third, try 
as he might but getting into full-lock 
slides out of the slower turns. 

Martin cruised home fifth ahead of 
Hall. 

Chin and Shaw caught Heino dur- 
ing the last couple of laps in the battle 
for seventh. Chin made it around 
Heino, while Shaw crashed trying. 

As the machines, crews and riders 
made their way out to the starting grid 














before the second leg, Valvoline Suzuki 
crew chief Keith Perry noticed a piece 
of metal in the front tire of Oliver's 
Yamaha. The race was about to begin 
and the Marlboro crew feverishly went 
to work putting on a new front tire. 
Fortunately for them they were getting 
help from the man who is probably 
the quickest in the country at changing 
tires, Perry. 

The second leg went much like the 
first. Oliver rode conservatively the 
first lap, testing the new front tire. 
Once confident with his machine the 
California rider blasted away. 

Petersen again followed Graves and 
Jacks in the early going. Martin 
dropped from the race on the second 
lap when his motor grenaded, show- 
ering hot metal and oil all over a 
trailing Hall. 

Hall, whose windscreen was covered 
in oil, slowed down expecting a red 
flag. That gave Chin a chance to catch 
and pass him. Once back up to speed, 
Hall was trying to deal with getting 
back in front of Chin, while an 
inspired Heino was nipping at his 
heels. 

In between races Graves' crew altered 
little things like handlebar height, and 
shifter, brake and clutch lever adjust- 
ments, that had been knocked off kilter 
from his earlier crash. The adjustments 
must have paid off as Graves was 
riding much better in the second leg 
and held off Petersen for half the race 
in the battle for the number two spot. 

At the finish it was Oliver over 
Petersen, this time by 7.52 seconds. 
Graves was another four seconds back 
in third, then three more seconds back 
to Jacks in fourth. 

The battle of the race continued to 
be the three-way duel between Chin, 
Hall and Heino. Chin held off the 
other two to round out the top five. 

Further back in the pack there was 
a great race between two longtime 
racers: Chip Terrell, riding a Yamaha 
FZR1000, held Suzuki GSXR1100- 
mounted Ashmead at bay to take 
eighth. 

For Oliver it was great to win again. 
It was his third F-USA win of the 
season, his first since round four at 
Seattle. 

"It was a dream weekend for me," 
said a happy Oliver. “I trained very 
hard leading up to this race. I’m going 
to be racing John Kocinski's 500 in 
some exhibitions in Spain next month 
and I really want to be ready to do 
my best." 

For points leader Petersen, the wait 
for the Grand National Final will be 
an agonizing one. “1 had a very 
comfortable ride out there today," 
Petersen said. “It’s hard not to think 
about winning the title, but ГЇЇ reserve 
my celebrations until the final race is 
done." 

Dianetics-backed Yamaha rider 
Donnie Greene took over the points 
lead in the Air Tech Formula Two 
Series by winning and getting some 
help from Wayne, Rainey Racing's 
Allan Scott and Kenny Roberts Jr. 

Roberts led the first lap but by lap 
two it was Greene leading a seven-bike 
freight train. On the next lap Greene 
and Colorado rider Danny Walker 
pulled away from the group. 

Greene and Walker put on a good 
show for the Moroso crowd, passing 
each other numerous times during the 
race. For most of the 20-lap final, the 
race leader depended on what part of 
the track you were watching from. 

Late in the race, Walker dropped 
back when his Gold Hill Racing 
Yamaha experienced brake fade and 
Greene went on to take his third 
straight win in the series. 

Тһе third place battle between 
Roberts and Scott was closing in on 





-the fading Walker. But on the last lap, 
Roberts and Scott collided in turn five 
and both went down. Roberts hit an 
embankment on the outside of the 
course at about 80 mph and he laid on 
the ground for about two minutes, then 
slowly stood up and refused an ambu- 
lance ride. 

Roberts and Scott then proceeded to 
argue with one another over who was 
at fault in the crash. 

For Scott, the crash was especially 
costly. He went from leading the series 
by 10 points over Greene, to trailing 
Greene by 10 points heading to Atlanta. 

Joe Cole inherited third after the 
Roberts/Scott incident, and Michael 
Graves and Greg Esser rounded out the 
top five. 

In Dunlop Superstock action it was 
Bruce Baldus winning in the closest race 
of the weekend, B Superstock. 

Baldus, Kurt Hall and Tripp Nobles 
quickly separated themselves from the 
rest of the field. In the early laps Baldus 
and Hall swapped the lead back and 
forth while Nobles sat back and took 
notes. 

About mid-race Nobles finally 
decided to try and see what it was like 
leading the race. From that point on all 
three riders shared the lead at various 
sections of the track. 

One place that Hall was having 
trouble was braking from the high-speed 
back straight going into turn five. That 
was where both Baldus and Nobles 
would get him every lap. 

On the final lap, Nobles tried to get 
Hall and Baldus braking for turn five. 
But this time Hall waited late and moved 
up on the inside of Nobles on the brakes. 
It was still anyone’s race as the trio 
headed onto the front straight for the 
last time. 

Hall and Nobles slipped out of the 
draft of Baldus just before the finish line, 
but it was Baldus who took the check- 
ered flag in first by less than half a bike 
length over Hall. Nobles finished a very 
close third. 

Earlier in the day it was Nobles who 
beat Baldus in the C Superstock race. 
Nobles led about two seconds for most 
of the race. On the final lap Baldus made 
a last ditch effort to pass the Macon, 
Georgia rider but came up short. 

Michael Martin had an easy time of 
it in the A Superstock race. The Texas 
rider bettered Hall by eight seconds and 
closed to within four points of Hall in 
the series points chase. 

In the Metzeler Future Stars Series, 16- 
year-old Jamie Bowman of Tequesta, 
Florida, made a last lap pass on Laney 
Cobb to take the victory. Bowman started 
this summer racing a Yamaha YSR50 
in mini road race events. Having grad- 
uated to 600cc street machines only two 
months ago, Bowman showed a very 
competitive spirit, making up a huge gap 
that Cobb had built on the field early 
in the race. 

"Team Suzuki Endurance's Hall, Jacks 
and Martin rode their Valvoline Suzuki 
to yet another victory, the team's 71st, 
in the four-hour exhibition endurance 
race at Moroso. They won despite 
having to replace a cracked oil cooler 
in the second hour of the race. 

Series rival Hall N' Still. Racing's 
Bruce Baldus and Tripp Nobles ran the 
team's Suzuki in the Superbike class this 
week instead of the Production class and 
logged a second place finish. The reason 
for the shift in classes was the availability 
of Suzuki contingency money in the 
Superbike class. 

Team Cartoon was the surprise third 
place overall finisher. The riding chores 
were handled by two novice racers, Tony 
Barchetti and Tim Bemisderfer, who 
had not previously competed in an 
endurance race together. 

The exhibition race, which did not 
count in the series points, was very slim 





on entries (only 15 teams), and assumed 
a very laid-back attitude. 

The race started with local hero Team 
Suzuki Endurance's Jacks jumping to 
an early lead while Hall N' Still’s Baldus 
and Team R.E.S. rider Glenn Barry were 
fighting it out for second. 

Barry, a longtime veteran of Moroso, 
soon forged ahead of Baldus and started 
in pursuit of Jacks. 

It wasn't long before Barry had chased 
down Jacks and the two began a battle 
for the lead. It really wasn't much of a 
battle, though, since Jacks had been 
circulating the track in the early going 
a full five seconds off the pace he was 
capable of. After having some fun racing 
with Barry for four or five laps, Jacks 
turned on the afterburners and blasted 
away from Barry. Not long after that, 
Baldus passed Barry to take over second. 

After 23 laps of racing Barry pulled 
in and К.Е.$. retired from the race. The 
reality was that the team never intended 
to run the entire four hours anyway. 
After hearing about the small field the 
night before, R.E.S. captain Jake Van 
Vleet decided to enter his team for the 
Suzuki money. The R.E.S. Suzuki was 
still on the same tires that it had run 
at Topeka weeks before. 

After the old tires began to slide a little 
too much, Barry pulled the bike into 
the pits. After a tire change R.E.S. may 
have re-entered had it not started 
raining. As it was, it did rain and the 
team packed it in. 

With R.E.S. out of the picture, Team 
Suzuki continued to pull away from 
second place Hall N' Sull. By the end 
of the first hour, Jacks had put a lap 
on the Baldus and the Hall ‘N Stll 
Suzuki. The rookie endurance team, 
Team Cartoon, was in third but already 
three laps behind the leader. 

During the second hour Martin was 
at the controls for Team Suzuki and he 
started having trouble keeping his visor 
clear in the rain. “At first I was afraid 
to wipe it off with my gloves," said 
Martin. "Sometimes that will make it 
worse. I finally did reach up and wipe 
it off and it smeared all over the place. 
I knew then that it wasn't just water 
on my visor." . 

Instead, it was a mixture of rain and 
oil — the oil cooler on the big Suzuki 
had cracked. Martin pulled in and the 
crew went to work replacing the cooler. 

In the meantime, Hall N' Still, with 
Nobles on the bike, continued to 
circulate. They didn't even have to 
change tires when the rains came since 
they were running DOT's. 

At the end of the second hour the 
leader board read: Hall N' Still Racing, 
74 laps; Team Suzuki, 73 laps. Team 
Cartoon was running third, within a lap 
of Team Suzuki. It was a source of great 
joy in the Cartoon pit to know that they 
were dogging the seven-time WERA 
Champions, even though they knew the 
team was having mechanical problems. 
At the same time it must have been a 
great embarrassment for Team Suzuki 
to be hounded by a couple of novices. 

Once the problems were sorted out for 
'Team Suzuki, they showed the rookies 
and Hall N' Still that it's not nice to 
mess with a wounded champion. Dur- 
ing the course of the final two hours, 
the blue and white Suzuki was nothing 
but a blur to the other teams. 

At the finish it was Team Suzuki 
Endurance winning its 10th race of the 
season by two laps over Hall N' Still 
Racing. Team Cartoon did an admirable 
job, finishing two laps behind the 
runner-up team, but 10 laps up on the 
fourth placed Elin Racing. 

Team Suzuki traveled 328.5 miles in 
four hours, giving it a race average speed 
of 82.125 mph. €N

ciation (MRA) sailed into Steam- 

boat for its 11th year of mountain 
magic on the streets of this laid back, 
good-time town. Excitement was in the 
atmosphere for a number of reasons. 
Three days of AHRMA vintage com- 
petition had finished under a rain 
storm that had been playing guessing 
games with racers and spectators alike 
for most of Saturday. The intermittent 
drumming of the rain throughout the 
night probably kept numerous racers 
from a peaceful rest. Heavy gray clouds 
perched on the surrounding moun- 
tains and a wet street/race course 
greeted early risers on Sunday. Those 
racers who have been traveling with 
rain tires in their trailers all season 
finallv had an opportunity to put them 
to use. Those not similarly equipped 
were looking hard at their slick shod 
superbikes. 

Practice began under these condi- 
tons and it was not until the later 
sessions that a vague racing line began 
to appear. One class leader commented

that Novice class practice made for 
interesting corner approaches. “They 
left a dry line into the corners which 
doesn't quite run where you'd like it 
to." However, the rain gods must have 
been appeased and the first races began 
on dry but cool asphalt. 

The Race of the Rockies events could 
not have been run against a more 
fitting background. The GTU race 
gridded the current class leader, Kurt 
Dimick on the Goldhill Racing '91 
Yamaha T X250, beside the VanMar 
Plastic/Advanced Performance- 
backed Yamaha FZR600 of Mark 
Schellinger. He was carrying the 
momentum of a win over Dimick from 
the previous series event. Jon Terry 
had the outside spot on the Gran Prix 
Motorsports/R-Good Autobody 
FZR600 as well as striking distance on 
Schellinger for second place in class. 
The second row contained Aaron 
Turner's TZ250, Bobby Miosek's 
FZR600 and expatriate MRA racer 
Danny Walker aboard the current 
AMA #6 Goldhill Racing TZ250.

Miosek, combining quick reactions 
with the downhill slant of the track, 
grabbed the lead at the green. Dimick 
also took advantage of a downhill 
slope and slipped under Miosek 
between turn seven and eight, to lead 
back to the start line. Walker was alert 
to seize an opening from Miosek and 
quickly had Dimick’s rear tire within 
touching distance. The two Goldhill 
riders brought the spectators to their 
feet as the lead was traded lap after 
lap. Schellinger finally wrested third 
place from Miosek, who in turn held 
Turner at bay to the finish. The 
Dimick/Walker battle appeared to be 
posing for a chewing gum ad as riders 
and bikes were similarly attired. It was 
finally decided at the run to the finish, 
with Walker nosing Dimick for the 
win. The remaining three racers 
checkered in the same order as they ran 
their race (Schellinger, Miosek and 
Turner), to complete the top five. 

Although one race remains on the 
schedule, the 1991 Race of the Rockies- 
GTU chapter is closed with Dimick 
the class champ. He is beyond chal- 
lenge with 164 points. 

The other half of the MRA's premier 
series, Race of the Rockies-GTO, was 
wrapped up for Dan Turner as well 
with a crushing domination of the 


remainder of the field. Turner had his 


YMS of Loveland/Phil Flack Suzuki 
GSXRI1100 putting distance on the 
remainder of the grid after turn two 
on the opening lap. Don Hough, with 
a near perfect string of finishes marred 
by a costly early DNF, briefly held 
second place but was ultimately rele- 
gated to fifth. The middle positions 
were filled by Utah Sport Bike Asso- 
ciation's Robert Wright, past MRA 
Champion and current AMA Super- 
bike number 14, Gold Hill Racing's 
John Hopperstad and AFM racer Brad 
Hazen. 

Suzuki Champion Cup Series prize 
money and regional points were on the 
line, and the racing was equal to the 
challenge. Class points leader, Mike 
Surratt, sat on the pole for the 750cc 
Supersport go with an exceptionally 
talented field poised behind him which 
included eight top riders from Cali- 
fornia and Utah. Surratt led into the 
first and second turns. But Surratt's 
tires began to fade under the pace and 
after three laps he was quickly under 
siege from Dave Deveau's Team Val- 
voline/Dunlop/Kerker-backed Suzuki 
GSXR. Deveau made his pass on the 
climbing turn five and left Surratt to 
contend with the victor of a four-rider 
duel just behind. A tight pack had 

















formed up behind the leaders which 
had Dennie Burke being pressed by 
Robin Holiday and Jon Terry. Burke 
was passed by Holiday before turn 
three and Terry struck at the following 
corner. Burke tenaciously attempted to 
gain back his positions in the downhill 
run toward turn eight but a false 
neutral occurred as he began down 
shifting. Burke swept past his braking 
point and came to rest in the hay bales, 
injuring his hand. 

Mark McDaniel had been gaining 
ground on both Holiday and Terry. 
McDaniel briefly struggled with Terry 
and then Holiday before moving into 
third place. McDaniel was past the 
halfway stage in the race as he quickly 
set off after the second place Surratt. 
McDaniel tested Surratt several times 
in the final laps before pressing in the 
sweeping turn five on the outside of 
Surratt as Deveau had before. Deveau 
had secured a comfortable lead and 
motored easily to the finish before 
McDaniel could challenge. Despite his 
finish, Surratt garnered the necessary 
points to secure the season champion- 
ship in this class. 

"Leaving On A Jet Plane" could 
have been the theme song for Turner 
as Open Supersport, like the RoR 
GTO race, proved again to be within 
his control. He rode to an unchal- 
lenged win. Although alone in front, 
he still blazed around the track in a 
new unofficial lap record, clocked at 
one-minute, 26.34-seconds on his third 
pass over the start/finish line. Turner 
was followed by Pete Homan on his 
elderly '86 Suzuki GSXRI1100 in 
second place for most of the race. 
Homan, gridded on the last row 
behind the visiting racers, deserved the 
holeshot of the day award with his 
gutsy drive through the pack to second 
position on the first lap. Homan 
reluctantly relinquished his position 
to Robert Wrights '91 GSXR after 
Wright had pounded on the door 
repeatedly in the waning laps. Phillip 
Noyes was successful in his attempts 
to hold Mark McDaniel at bay until 
Noyes found the finish line in fourth 
place. 

Turner arrived at Steamboat with 
the class championship in his pocket 
before unloading his racer. This finish 
was pure icing on the cake. єх

Summers comes on strong 
at Hardrock 100

FAIRMONT, WV, SEPT. 22 

(Y guess Im being protested for 
| going too fast,” said Kentucky’s 
Scott Summers after he demol- 
ished thé field ағ. the Hardrock 100 
Grand National Cross Country Series 
event in West Virginia. A protest was 
filed by race runner-up Terry Cun- 
ningham following Summers’ win, his 

third of the 13-race series. 
Cunningham and Kawasaki team- 
mate Duane Conners, who finished 
third overall, felt that the leader’s lap 





times were too fast, specifically an 
extraordinary fourth lap that saw 
Summers shave more than a minute 
off his average lap times of roughly 
25 minutes, 30 seconds. Cunningham 
pointed to a specific rock section where 
a rider might be able to cut 30-to 40 
seconds off by going around the slow, 
tight section. Ironically, Cunningham 
and Conner each admitted having 
taken the short cut at least once. GNCC 
Series organizer Dave Coombs called 





the shortened path, “А problem from 
the start." 

“When we laid out the trail, we 
didn't realize that you could see the 
switchback,”’ said Coombs. “Whenever 
that happens people are going to see 
the cut sooner or later." 

'The cut was blocked off on the fifth 
lap after two of the leaders were 
witnessed taking advantage of the 
uncut path. Summers strongly con- 
tended that he was not one of them. 

“I understand where the cut was but 
I did not take it," said the two-time 
National Hare Scrambles Champion. 
“It’s not my style to do things like that. 


Ive always felt that if I can’t win a 


race fair and square, then I better work 
harder before the next one. As for those 
guys protesting my times, let's unload 
the bikes and do it again. I owned that 
track today.” 

Indeed he did. The rocky and dry 
eight-miles-per-lap trail: suited the 
Honda XR600 of Summers just fine. 
Where other riders had difficulty with 
dried creek beds and stone-covered 
logging roads, Summers used the 
weight and power of his machine to 
glide through the rocks at top speed. 
As for his fast fourth lap, Summers said 
that it was the first lap in which he 
did not have bike damage. 

“One mile into the first lap it was 
the front brake caliper breaking com- 
pletely off against a tree,” said 
Summers on his early woes. “I must've 
crashed three times trying to get back 
to the pits. And then when I got there, 
Fred (Bramblett, Summers' mechanic) 
was going to have to take the caliper 
off the spare bike, so I went another 
lap with no front brake. Then I bent 
the back brake pedal! By the time I 
finally got everything straightened out 
it was the fourth lap, and I was ready 
to go 110%.” 

Summers' first problem actually 
occurred in the second turn. As Cun- 
ningham gathered the holeshot in 
front of Darryl Conner and Team 
АТК” Ed Lojak, his teammate Duane 
Conner crashed. Summers and yet 
another Kawasaki rider, West Virgi- 
nia's up-and-coming woods star Doug 
Blackwell, were forced through. the 
inside banners while trying to avoid 
the fallen series points leader. The 
event referee, Russ Bennett, imme- 
diately ruled that the situation was 
unavoidable and that neither rider 
would be penalized as a result of the 
incident. 

The Hardrock 100 course features 
the single steepest climb on the entire 
GNCC circuit. Halfway through the 
first lap Cunningham elected to try the 
easier alternate route rather than risk 
getting stuck on the three-level, 
quarter-mile incline, which was lined 
by hundreds of spectators. Summers 
made a successful attempt and passed 
fellow challenger Scott Plessinger in 
the process. At the top, Summers 
pulled in behind four-time National 
Enduro Champion Cunningham and 
then took over the lead upon descend- 
ing the hill. 

Summers completed the first lap in 
26 minutes, minus his front brake. 
Cunningham crashed before the scor- 
ing barrels and came through in sixth, 
90 seconds behind the leader. In 
between Cunningham and Summers 
were Plessinger, who had fallen 20 
seconds back from the four-stroke 
Honda, Conner, a recovered Blackwell, 
and ATK open bike ace Frank Keegan. 
Conner soon overtook Plessinger for 
the shotgun position, and a short time 
later Plessinger dismissed himself from 
the race all together. 

“1 jarred my back at work on 
Friday," said Plessinger, who had been 
on a three-race winning streak coming 
into the northern West Virginia race. 











“Tt didn't really bother me until I tried 
to ride today. I was going fast at first, 
but the pain was just too great to 
continue." 

After the second complete lap 
Summers made a five-minute long pit 
stop as Bramblett stripped the broken 
front brake system and affixed 
another. During that time Conner, a 
soon-to-retire Plessinger, Cun- 
ningham, Blackwell, Keegan and 
Lojak motored by. 

A short time later 200cc A class 
points leader Tom Norton came 
through on his way to another class 
victory. Norton has managed to move 
away from series-long rival Jones in 
the last two races and has positioned 
himself to clinch the title. Massachu- 
setts’ Norton bettered the Kawasaki 
KX125-mounted Jones by four min- 
utes while occupying the sixth overall 
position. Yamaha-mounted Michael 
Burk ran third at the finish and ninth 
in the overall category, his best-ever 
GNCC effort. 

In the Four-Stroke A class Harvey 
Whitaker turned back his nemesis 
Gary Roach to earn the top trophy on 
the day. Whitaker made the Hardrock 
Climb on the opening lap while Roach 
failed. Ohio’s Roach would spend the 
rest of the day trying to overcome the 
error, but Whitaker cut a smooth path 
from start to finish on his big Honda 
XR600 and was never headed. West 
Virginia’s Rick Parsons was third at 
the finish. 

Once his bike was fixed, Summers 
set out on what would later be deter- 
mined the fastest lap of the day. He 
sliced through the challengers in the 
first five miles of the rocky trail and 
was soon shadowing Conner’s leading 
Kawasaki. However, once the pair 
exited the woods to register the lap, 
Summers stopped again for fuel. 
Within a mile he was back on Conner’s 
fender and soon captured the lead for 
good. His fifth lap measured two dozen 
seconds slower than the previous one. 

Conner, who has been making a 
valiant effort to maintain his points 
lead even after being diagnosed with 
an advanced case of mononucleosis, 
tried to stay with the new leader but 
was soon forced to abandon the pace. 
After the fifth lap Summers was one 
minute, 53 seconds ahead. Cun- 
ningham seemed to sort out his own 
early woes and was beginning to make 
progress on his teammate’s runner-up 
spot. Just before the white flag came 
out he passed Conner but refrained 
from trying to attack the long-gone 
leader. 

Coming through shortly after the 
Kawasakis were the ATKs of Keegan 
and Lojak. It’s been a long year for 
eight-time series champ Lojak, but at 
the Hardrock everything held together 
for the ATK406 pilot and he finished 
a solid fifth overall. Keegan, for his 
own part, upstaged his teammate with 
another fine performance, earning his 
third straight top six overall finish 
with a fourth-place showing. 

Further back Jeff Murgel was turn- 
ing back Tommy Harris to earn a hard- 
fought Vet A class win. The Honda- 
mounted Murgel took advantage of a 
failed first-lap hillclimb by Yamaha 
WR250 rider Rick Kresic to charge into 
first. He and Harris dueled the rest of 
the way but Murgel enjoyed a com- 
fortable lead at the finish. Third-place 
honors went to Connecticut's Tim 
Hopey. 

In the Junior A class, John Vincent 
guided his big WR500 to the victory 
after passing rival Dave Santi on the 
last lap of the three-hour long run. 
Yamaha-mounted Donald Bigley 
placed third. 

The Senior A class leader was Joe 
Lojak, who already wrapped up 





class title. In the Super Senior group 
Harry Greenlee topped Dave Coombs, 
Sr. for top honors, using a last-lap pass 
to move closer to another GNCC class 
championship. Indiana’s Donald 
Hough finished third. 

The seventh and final lap featured 
one last pit stop by Summers, this time 
to discard his clogged air filter. He left 
the pits without a replacement but the 
trail had thinned out enough to keep 
his Honda from choking on dust. He 
finished four and a half minutes ahead 
of Cunningham with Conner holding 
off Keegan and Lojak for third. 

Summers got the overall nod aboard 
his Honda, which is supported by 
Honda, Hondaline, Oakley, Bridges- 
tone, PJl, White Bros., Sprocket 
Specialists, Tsubaki, Camelbak, 
Fredette Racing, Maier, CTi, Bloo- 
mington Honda, Arai and Power-Mist. 
Keegan was elevated to class winner 
in the Open A group, and Lojak and 
Ron Palermo made it a 1-2-3 sweep 
for the ATK marque.. Cunningham 
and Conner were the top 250cc A class 
pilots with Blackwell and G&C Cycle’s 
Dave Gunn making it a four-way 
Kawasaki sweep in the class tally. 

It was at the trophy presentation that 
the controversy began. While Summers 
was making his acceptance speech the 
protest was handed in. An over-the-PA 
debate ensued and Summers made his 
offer to go out and do it again, much 
to the delight of the listening audience. 
In the end, however, it was Lojak who 
had the last word: 

"I was in my prime once, just like 
Scott is right now," said Lojak as he 
accepted his own trophy. “I know that 
when it was my day, I couldn't be beat. 
"That's the way Scott was today. He's 
capable of going that fast on a track 
like this. These guys have their work 
cut out if they want to go along with 
him." €N

Hines back on top 
at Caney Creek

NEW WAVERLY, TX, SEPT. 22 

eam Suzuki’s Kevin Hines kept 
Te slim hopes of capturing his 

second career National Enduro 
Championship title alive by scoring 
his first overall win of the year after 
nipping Kawasaki's Kurt Hough by 
two points at the 23rd Annual Caney 
Creek Enduro. Unfortunately for 
Hines, though, КТМ” Jeff Russell, the 
series points leader, put in another 
consistent ride by landing third 
overall. 

Hines, who was slowed earlier in the 
season by a hip injury, had a trouble- 
free ride, while Hough, Hines’ closest 
competitor on the day, was hampered 
by mechanical hassles. 

The event organizers also had their 
problems. Traditionally, the event 
stages next to a bank in town, where 
the competitors ride on three miles of 
state highway before entering the trails 
in the Sam Houston National Forest. 
Two days before this year’s event, 





however, the Department of Public 
Safety announced that the road could 
not be used. 

“For a long time, we had no prob- 
lems,” said referee Chris Hardy. “Last 
year we didn’t ask and they got pretty 
upset so we tried to get it approved 
this time and, on Thursday, they 
turned us down.” 

The ruling left the Trailriders Club 
of Houston with a course just under 
the AMA set minimum of 100 miles. 


The result was a reset just after the” 


start that left riders sitting among the 
Texas pines just a few miles after the 
start. 

Despite cooler temperatures 
throughout the week, the 1987 
National Enduro Champion Hines 
said, "You watch, this enduro will 
come down to conditioning. Even 
though I'm older than most of these 
guys, I think I’m in the best shape.” 

Clouds of loose, sandy ground

swirled as line after line of competitors 
powered away. Coming into the first 
gas stop, Hough leapt off his Kawasaki 
and said that his rear brake was “going 
away." Official rules allows only the 
riders to work on their bikes, as Hough 
immediately began a frantic effort to 
replace the entire rear brake unit. 

Less than two hours into the day, 
clouds had given way to brilliant 
sunshine, as Hough and others drank 
considerable amounts of water and 
soaked themselves down, already 
battling the heat. 

As Hough worked furiously to get 
the repair work done in the 15 minute 
free time, Hines leisurely replaced his 
rear brake pads, installing heat insu- 
lators. “The day's heatin’ up, I just 
want to make sure the back brake 
lasts," he said. 

None of the front-runners had 
burned any checks, and Russell and 
defending National Enduro Cham- 
pion Randy Hawkins both reported no 
problems. Russell poured water down 
his boots, trying to keep his feet cool. 

At a reset on the second loop, a 
relaxed Hines said, 'Everything's fine, 
we've had a lot of slow sections so you 
get into a cruise mode, but you have 
to be ready for the fast section." 

Hawkins was ready for a fast section 
and pushed hard, expecting to gain a 
big advantage. Instead, the section 
ended with a reset and Hawkins ran 
out of gas before the loop was over. 

"Running out of gas pretty much 
cost me the enduro," said the three- 
time champ. “I went five, the other 
guys did two on that section. 

Hawkins said he pushed his Suzuki 
for more than a quarter-mile through 
sandy ground before KTM's Allen 
Randt stopped and gave him some gas. 
Randt’s generosity created a little bit 
of a stir back in the KTM camp, but 
after the event Randt said, “I know he 
(Hawkins) would've done the same for 
me. I'd do it for him again.” 

Randt's teammate Alan Gravitt's 
ride ended on the second loop after he 
hit a tree stump that he said was about 
three feet high and eight inches across. 

"I was going real good and I was 
coming up on what I thought was a 





bunch of little bushes," Gravitt said. 
"I leaned over a bit and thought I'd 
just brush 'em. I never saw the stump 
until I hit it. I went straight over the 
bars." Gravitt was unhurt but the 
impact put a hole in the bike's exhaust 
pipe and heavily damaged the radiator. 

With the enduro still up for grabs 
after the second loop, Hough came 
into the gas stop with another mechan- 
ical problem. As he got off the bike, 
he said, “I lost a bunch of spokes. The 
hub's in bad shape." 

Russell's problems were purely 
physical. The warm morning had 
given way to a hot afternoon and the 
Texas heat took a serious toll on the 
Ohioan. Several longtime enduro 
observers said they had never seen 
Russell look so worn out. 

Again, Hines had no problems and 
replaced his brake pads once more. 

Hough's problems weren't over yet. 
Well into the third and decisive loop, 
his radiator started to split. After the 
enduro he said, “I had about nine miles 
left and it started pinging real bad. I 
had to take my drinking water and put 
it in the radiator." 

With Russell riding in what he later 
called, “Тһе survival mode," Hines 
closed out his problem-free day and 
scored the win, posting 17 points. The 
Suzuki/Metzeler/Malcolm  Scott/ 
Shoei/Scott/Sprocket Specialists/Bell 
Ray/Unifilter/RK/Cobra/Pro Cir- 
cuit/Factory Connection/Renthal- 
sponsored Hines said, "I got Russell 
in the tie-breaker. I did a 1:40 and he 
did a 3:40. Then, coming in at the end 
I got a 1:20 and he did 2:00. 

"I know conditioning would come 
into play," Hines said. “Т actually 
conserved energy. I fell down once, I 
just lost concentration for a second and 
the front end went away. I picked it 
right up and kept going. The bike was 
flawless. It was a good day." 

After a trouble-filled day, Hough 
was glad to finish second after tallying 
11 points. 

"Instead of sitting and relaxing at 
the gas stops, I had to worry about my 
bike, I had a lot of problems," said 
Hough. “It was a real eventful day. 
For the problems I had, I'm happy." 





Series points leader Jeff Russell wilted 
in the heat and finished third overall. 





“I. don’t know what happened,” said 
third-place finisher Russell. “I hit a 
wall there on the second loop. I knew 
I wasn’t up to par and I didn’t want 
to tear up the bike or my body. I got 
some of my energy back, but I didn’t 
prepare for it being this hot. 

“This is the first time I’ve ever been 
dehydrated but I still ended up scoring 
good points. I'll take the points and 
see the guys in California.” 

Russell ended the day with 16 points. 

Hawkins brought his Suzuki home 
in fifth place, with 18 points, one more 
than KTM-mounted Matt Stavish. 
“The gas problem pretty much cost me 
the race, as well as the organization 
of the event. There were two very good 
sections — about 20 miles — where 
we raced as hard as we could go. We’d 
get to the end and there would be a 
reset, no check. 

"I thought that was pretty much 
useless. The first time I had two 
minutes on everybody, the next time 
I was one and a half minutes. I don't 
want to sound like I'm complaining, 
everybody did a lot of work to put on 
a quality National enduro. Like they 
say, that's racing." сх

Litterkopt’s revenge 
at Mesquite GP

espite an eighth row start that 
р" him battling dust and traffic 

for most of the 65-mile Mesquite 
Gran Prix, Kawasaki Team Green’s 
Greg Zitterkopf scored the time- 
adjusted win and the $1248 purse by 
a slim two-minute margin over Kawa- 
saki teammate Garth Sweetland. 

“Tt was a real disadvantage starting 
back where I did. I had dust all the 
way until the last loop and there was 
traffic the whole way too,” Zitterkopf 
said. "I knew I'd have to really go 
for it to win this опе.” 

The Mesquite Gran Prix was round 
four of the five-race series sponsored 
by Casey Folks' Best in the Desert 
organization. The race consisted of 
five loops of a 14-mile course and 
drew 209 riders to the small town of 
Mesquite, 80 miles east of Las Vegas. 

The course began outside the local 
high school. It used paved streets and 

















washes and then crossed and 
recrossed the Virgin River as the 
course headed the riders to the east 
end of town. The racers faced a short 
motocross section near the Mesquite 
Exit from Interstate 15 and then 
continued west back to the start- 
finish line. 

The festivities got underway with 
a parade lap through town and the 


racers then took their position on thee 


grid for the 8.30 a.m. start. 

Over-38 Pro Tom Johnson had 
drawn the coveted front row start and 
led the way when the starting light 
flashed green for the first time. The 
rest of the field followed four ata time 
every 30 seconds, powering off the 
pavement and into the deep sand of 
the twisty opening stretch. 

Sweetland won the drag race off the 
second row start and had soon 
powered past Johnson to capture the 














dust-free overall lead. KTM's Jimmy 
Lewis got the drop on the competi- 
tion on row four and Mark Morris 
was out in front off row five. 

A no-holds-barred duel off the row 
six start put KTM's Danny Hamel 
down on the pavement less than 50 feet 
from the starting line. 

“I didn't know who was beside me 
going into the first corner, but he 
obviously thought I was going to shut 
off," said Daryl Folks, who also started 
on the sixth row. “I clearly had the 
line so I kept going. He rubbed up 
against me then I felt him go down. 
І almost went through the fence and 
I had to stop at the next corner to 
untangle the banners." 

Zitterkopf rocketed off row eight and 
charged out in search of the leaders. 

“Tt was too dusty to do much at the 
beginning. I just had to cruise because 
I couldn't see anything in the dust," 
Zitterkopf said. 

But despite the limited visibility, 
Zitterkopf was soon moving up stead- 
ily to pass the earlier starters. 

Out in front of the pack, Sweetland's 
number опе, position proved to be a 
mixed blessing. 

“I didn't have any dust but I had 
to break the trail. Basically I was out 
there warning everybody in town that 
the race had started,” he explained. “А 
lot of the flats had knee to waist-high 
grass. You can't tell if there's anything 
hidden in there when you're the first 
one through, so I had to be cautious.” 

Despite his caution, the lead-off 
rider still had a number of exciting 
moments. 

“The scariest time was when I barely 
missed the cow," said Sweetland. “1 
was on a really fast road and the cow 
stepped right out of the bushes in front 
of me. I think the cow took off after 
that but I was a bit leery for a while." 

John Braasch, in the 125cc Pro class, 
had an even closer encounter with a 
cow on his first circuit. 

“They were right on the course 
about half way round. I missed the first 
four, then the dust cleared and there 
were three more right in front of me. 
I hit one of them," Braasch said. “1 
was only doing about 15 miles an hour 
and the cow was gone by the time I 
got up but I'd already fallen once 
before that and I went over the bars 
again about a mile past that, so I called 
it quits at the end of the lap." 

Sweetland completed the first 14- 
mile lap in 25 minutes, thundering 
past pit row a minute and a half ahead 
of Suzuki pilot Darren Sanford, who 
had been beside him on row two of 
the starting grid. Lewis came out of 
the loop in third, one minute behind 
Sweetland on adjusted time, and 
Zitterkopf raced through in 11th, just 
10 seconds behind Lewis on adjusted 
time. 

“The dust was bad in the first couple 
of loops and I knew I had to try to 
keep up with the guys in front that 
didn't have any but it was pretty 
tough," said Zitterkopf. '"There was a 
lot of sand and the traffic kicked it up, 
so I couldn't see very much." 

'The temperature was already start- 
ing to climb as the racers headed into 
their second loop and the criss-cross 
section through the Virgin River 
provided some welcome relief. 

“Tt was really dry and dusty in some 
parts but there was lots of water too,” 
said Hamel. “Тһе Virgin River was 
great. It was seven or eight feet across 
and about a foot deep. The water parts 
really cooled you down." 

The battle for the time-adjusted lead 
continued as the racers tackled their 
second loop of the course. Sweetland 
was picking up speed as the terrain 
became familiar but less traffic meant 
Zitterkopf was coming on just as 














strong behind him. By the end of the 
second loop, Zitterkopf had elbowed 
his way through to fourth in the 
physical standings and was less than 
a minute behind Sweetland on 
adjusted time. 

Lewis was holding tight to third 
overall, a minute ahead of Utah racer 
Brent Fox in the race for the 250 Pro 
crown, and Hamel had bounced back 
from his early spill to claim fourth in 
the overall results. 

KTM's Scot Harden was half a 
minute ahead of Cartwright in the 
Over-30 Pro battle and Bill Maxim had 
already stretched out an impressive 
margin over the competition in the 
Over-38 Pro division. 

"I thought everyone in the class 
would be starting together so I didn't 
bother to send my entry in early, but 
they just drew random numbers and 
we were scattered all over the place," 
said Over-38 entry T.V. Holmes, who 
had been chasing Maxim's dust all 
year. "I was back on the ninth row 
and that made it hard to catch him. 
I've been trying to beat that guy for 
ages.” 

Zitterkopf slowed during the third 
loop and fell back to a minute and a 
half behind Sweetland going into pit 
row, but he уаѕ Ђаск with a vengence 
in loop four. His Kawasaki KX500 
powered past Fox and then went by 
Lewis to grab second in the physical 
standings, and at the end of loop 
number four, Zitterkopf was half a 
minute ahead of Sweetland on time. 

“Being in front is a disadvantage 
later in the race because you don’t 
know where anyone is behind you,” 
said Sweetland. “This was such a 
tough race in the heat that you couldn’t 
go flat out wire to wire and it’s hard 
to know how much to push without 
having somebody to gauge yourself 
against. He had an advantage being 
the one behind that was trying to catch 


As he raced into his final loop of 
the course, Sweetland had no way of 
knowing that Zitterkopf was snapping 
at his heels. Lewis was four minutes 
back in third, with race-long 250cc 
rival Brent Fox in fourth, and Hamel 
was hanging tough in fifth. Harden 
was maintaining his Over-30 Pro lead 
in sixth overall, three minutes ahead 
of Cartwright, and Greg Searle was less 
than half a minute behind him in 
seventh, chasing hard despite a tender 
wrist from a carpal tunnel operation 
a month ago. 

Maxim was keeping a stranglehold 
on the Over-38 class 13 minutes behind 
the leaders and Roger Hurd blasted 
through the pits at the head of the 
125cc Pro class. 

Even the front-runners fell victim to 
the tricky course. 

“I had one crash. I endoed in the 
river," said Sweetland. ''It was a pretty 
good one and the bike had me trapped 
underneath it for a while." 

Zitterkopf's problems came in the 
fast sections. 

"I'm used to doing about 50 or 60 
mph at most of (Folks’) races but this 


; one was a lot faster than normal," he 


said. “I probably did 90 or 100 in a 
lot of places and I didn't have my bike 
geared right for those sections.” 

Despite his problems, Zitterkopf 
looked strong all the way through the 
final loop and was still pouring on 
the gas when he flashed across the 
finish line just over a minute behind 
Sweetland. 

Stopwatches clicked off and, after 
two hours and one minute in the 
saddle, the 26-year-old from Chino, 
California claimed the fastest time of 
the day by a margin of just one minute 
and 47 seconds. 

But the result was still not final. A

kopf's speed through a restricted 
section of the course and the possibility 
of a penalty put the Kawasaki pilot's DOLLAR е EXECUTIVE

for the second year in a row. 

“1 won this race by three minutes 
last year but they gave mea five minute 
penalty for going too fast in the pits. 
That put me back to second overall 
and second in class," Zitterkopf 
explained. “I did. go too fast in one 
section today. It was only about 50 feet 
long and I just had brain fade. I gassed 
it for about 10 feet but, when I realized 
what I'd done, I hit the brakes and 
stopped and waited. It was just a 
mistake.” 

After discussing the protest with 
course officials, race organizer Casey 
Folks agreed. The protest was dropped 
and Zitterkopf’s third win in this year’s 
five-event series was coñfirmed. 

‘Tm really happy with this win, 
especially after losing it last year,” said 
Zitterkopf, who thanked ‘sponsors —_ 
Kawasaki, O’Neal, PSI, FMF, 100%, CARTEL CELLULAR, INC. 
Kal-Gard, Prolook, Tsubaki, Multiair, ——— 

Renthal, Smith, Shoei, IMS. “Тһе race Cellular 

was a blast. It’s not often you ride One 
through a town like this, practically 
through peoples' backyards. It's really 
a fun deal." 

Sweetland said, “I was trying to ride 
consistent and strong and not make 
any mistakes. I had a good ride. I just 
needed to go a bit faster. 

Lewis' consistent performance put 
him on top of the 250cc Pro class in 
third overall, just 15 seconds ahead of 
Yamaha pilot Brent Fox. Hamel 
claimed fifth overall, despite clogging 
an air filter on the final lap, and 
Harden.scored a wire-to-wire win in 
the Over 30 class in sixth. Second in 
class went to Yamaha pilot Darin 
Cartwright in 16th overall, and Brian ab Harley Davidson Dealers Association 
Schmuckle rounded out the top three аз чш canton ne inc 
in 21st overall. 

Maxim raced home 22nd overall to 
take the Over 38 Pro title by more than 
20 places. Roger Hurd disappeared 
during the last lap of the course leaving 
Charlie Kline at the head of the 125 
Pros in 23rd overall. 

George McQuiston topped the 
Expert racers in 15th overall, just 17 
minutes behind the Pro class winners. 

“The dust was a real factor starting 
back behind the Pros," McQuistion 
said. “You had to wait until you got 
to the grassy parts or the wide open .

One more time for Carr at Castle Rock

CASTLE ROCK, WA, SEPT. 21 
eam Harley-Davidson’s Chris 
T Carr wrapped up his fourth 
consecutive AMA 600cc National 
Championship in grand style with a 
win at the series-ending TT, held at 
the Castle Rock Fairgrounds. 

The 24-year-old factory rider from 
Valley Springs, California, entered the 
final round with a 13-point lead over 
Eaken-Sponseller Racing-backed 
Larry Pegram, who had a slim chance 
of dethroning Carr, but Carr had other 
ideas and capped off the series with 
a near-perfect evening in front of an 
estimated 5000 spectators. 

Carr started off the evening by 
setting fast qualifying time, and then 
he went on to win the fastest heat race, 
and later run away with the main event 
win over Aaron Hill and Northwest 
favorite Mickey Fay. The only flaw in 
Carr’s night was a second place 
showing in the Budweiser Shoot-Out, 
a $3000 five-lap dash-for-cash, where 
Hill out-dashed the perennial champ 
to score the lion’s share of the prize 
money. 

Carr pocketed $2975 for his main 
event win, and an additional $500 in 
the Budweiser Shoot-Out. 

“It’s nice to win a fourth champion- 
ship," said Carr. "But what I'm 
focusing on is the Camel Pro Cham- 
pionship. I’m going to have to ride 
as hard as I possibly can to win." With 
just two Camel Pro Series rounds 








remaining on the schedule, Carr holds 
a slim one-point lead over three-time 
Grand National Champion Scott 
Parker. 


Time trials 


Fifty-five Expert and Junior riders 
turned in time trial laps, with the 
fastest 48 making the evening's 
program. 

Carr blitzed around the track aboard 
the Kenny Tolbert-tuned factory 
Harley-Davidson to post a 22.27 second 
lap time, .61 seconds faster than last 
year's fast time. Second fastest honors 
went to Fay at 22.38. Filling out the 
last two spots for pole positons in the 
heat races, were Donahue Harley- 
Davidson's Dave Durelle at 22.51, and 
Spokane, Washington's Joe Kopp at 
22.58. 


Heats 


Carr chose the inside pole position 
for the first of four six-lap heat races 
that would advance the top three 
finishers to the main event, while 
fourth through ninth place finishers 
headed for a semi-final. 

Carr stole the holeshot and never 
looked back, as he continued to stretch 
his lead over Charlie Brown and Larry 
Pegram, who was lucky to even be in 
the National after blowing his engine 
the night before. : 

"My motor blew up at last night's 








Regional," explained Pegram. “Ме 
borrowed a motor from J.P. Simonsen, 
and Skip (Eaken) had to make it fit 
in our frame." 

Meanwhile, Speedy Kell was coming 
on strong after a poor start. By lap four, 
Kell was all over Randy Roose, and 
a lap later slid under Roose and went 
gunning for Pegram. Kell was right 
on Pegram's rear fender when the 
checkered flag came out for Carr, who 
was long gone. Carr, Brown and 
Pegram advanced to the final, while 
Kell, Roose, Ron Yamamoto and the 
others headed for a semi. 

The second heat was led from start 
to finish by Andy Tresser, who was 
followed very closely by Fay, Junior 
competitor Mark Smith, Del Schnitzer 
and the others. On lap four, Fay closed 
the distance on Tresser, and the crowd 
came to life as Fay tried Tresser on 
the outside of turns three and four. 
Twice, Fay pulled up next to Tresser, 
but he couldn't quite get by. At the 
checkers, it was Tresser, Fay and Smith 
transferring to the main and Schnitzer, 
Kris Kiser, Mike Sullivan and Don 
Wilson going to a semi. 

Kirk Strong controlled the initial 
lead in the third heat, followed by Dan 
Stanley, Durelle, Dan McDonnell, 
Paul Iwanaga and Jeff Eklund. The 
top four riders rode uncomfortably 
close, but after two laps, Stanley and 
Durelle found their way past Strong. 











Several riders went down on the next 
lap, and the red flags came out. The 
race was continued with a single file 
restart. Stanley, Durelle and McDon- 
nell went the distance, in that order, 
taking their tickets to the National, 
while Rick Hocking, Eklund, Jamie 
Aguilar and John Clayton III went to 
a semi. 

After a restart, the fourth and final 
heat race was underway with Junior 
Steve Mayfield out in front of Aaron 
Hill, Joe Kopp, John Wincewicz and 
Jeff Annen. On lap two, Hill flew by 
Mayfield for good, and a lap later 
Wincewicz also passed Mayfield. Out 
front, Hill had increased his lead to 
60 yards. Meanwhile, Annen was all 
over Mayfield, trying everywhere to get 
by. With less than a lap to go, Annen 
went under Mayfield for the last direct 
transfer position. Going to the semi 
were Mayfield, Rex Fisher, Ricky 
Henson and J.P. Simonsen. 


Semis 


'Two semi-final races were run with 
only the winner from each advancing 
directly to the National final. The first 
go, saw Kiser with the scratch over 
Roose, Yamamoto, Sullivan, Steve 
Hyson and Troy Norris. Once again, 
Kell came from way back, mounting 
an impressive charge. By lap five, Kell 
was up to third and charging hard, but 
his rear tire went flat. The rest of the 
positions remained the same, and Kiser 
took the only transfer to the National. 

The second semi got underway with 
a battle involving Hocking, Henson, 
Mayfield and Simonsen. For the next 
six laps, the four riders ran wheel-to- 
wheel, but no one was able to make 
a pass stick. Many times they were side- 
by-side, but still no passing occurred. 
At the finish, Hocking took the ticket 
to the National. 


Last chance qualifier 


In the do-or-die last chance quali- 
fier, Mayfield got the holeshot ahead 
of Simonsen, Hyson, Eklund, and 
Norris. Simonsen was up next to 
Mayfield on the outside several times 
but couldn't get by. The starting order 
freight-trained right to the checkered 
flag without any changes, with May- 
field the winner. Я 


Budweiser Shoot-Out 


Hill out-scratched Fay, Carr, 
Durelle, McDonnell and Joey Kopp off 
the line at the start of the $3000 
Budweiser Shoot-Out. Hill pulled out 
a fair lead, while Carr battled with Fay 
for four laps before getting by. Fay’s 
engine then went dead and he dropped 
out of the race. At that point, Hill had 
built up an uncatchable lead. Carr 
started to close the gap, but time ran 
out and the checkered flag greeted a 
jubilant Hill. A straightaway behind 
the two front-runners, came Kopp, 
Durelle and McDonnell. 


Junior main 


The 12-fastest Juniors who did not 
make the Junior/Expert National 
lined up for the Junior main event. 
After one restart, it was Jeff Eklund 
getting the holeshot over David And- 
erson, Cory Perreault, Steve Hyson, 
Mike Dillon and James Hart. On lap 
four, Hyson slid out in turn one and 
Simonsen had to lay it down trying 
to miss the fallen Hyson. The red flags 
came out and everyone lined up on the 
track for a single file restart. After some 
repairs, Hyson and Simonsen both 
made the restart at the back of the pack. 
Eklund once again took the lead 
position, followed by Anderson, Per- 
reault, Dillon, Aguilar, Hart and Troy 
Rose. With two laps to go, Hyson was 
black-flagged and the final positons 
were set. At the finish it was Eklund 





first, with Anderson and Dillon taking 
second and third, respectively. 


National 


As the main event riders lined up, 
Chris Carr said, "Everything is going 
pretty smooth, and there has been some 
good racing. I hope we have a good 
25-lap main event and I come out with 
a win." 

Carr chose the inside pole position 
and at the flash of the green light, he 
fought hard to get onto the groove in 
front of everyone else. Stringing out 
over the jump, Carr led Stanley, Fay, 
Hill, Tresser, McDonnell and the rest 
of the field. By lap two, Carr had about 
12 yards on Stanley, who stayed with 
him for four laps. But on lap five, Carr 
kicked it into high gear and pulled 
away from the field. Carr ran the 
second half of the race with consistent 
lap times of 22.20, which were faster 
than his qualifying time. 

On lap six, Fay passed Stanley and 
the crowd went wild. Two laps later, 
Hill passed Stanley and went after Fay, 
who he caught and finally passed on 
lap 12. By then, everyone had strung 
out and seemed to settle into a com- 
fortable position. All except for Carr. 
He continued to stretch his leading 
margin and soon began to lap the field. 
The checkered flag came out with Carr 
far ahead of Hill, who crossed the 
finish line in second, and third place 
finisher Fay. 

“Once I got out front, I wasn’t really 
worried," said Carr. “I love TT races, 
and I felt really comfortable out there. 
About the hardest past of the race, was 
lapping guys near the end." єх

Kehoe KOs competition 
at Barona MX

RAMONA, CA, SEPT. 15 
ro Circuit/AXO-backed Erik 
P Kehoe took home the lion's share 
of the pro purse at round three 
of the CMC Trans-Cal Series, held at 
Barona Oaks Raceway. 

In the first 250cc Pro moto, Mike 
Chamberlain leapt off the line and 
grabbed the holeshot. Damon Huf- 
fman was hot on Chamberlain’s 
fender, followed by Billy Joe Mercier, 
Kehoe, Billy Frank and Tommy Clow- 
ers. Mercier bobbled in the stadium 
rockers, and dropped back to sixth, 
which gave Kehoe a clear shot at 
Huffman. Chamberlain, meanwhile, 
was riding flawlessly, trying to make 
the most of his holeshot. On the next 
lap, Kehoe caught Huffman in the 
whoops, and quickly caught Chamber- 
lain. On the third lap, Kehoe pulled 
even with Chamberlain, and out- 
jumped the Yamaha pilot. Kehoe's 
lead was short-lived, as Chamberlain 
passed Kehoe back after the rocker 
section. Behind the leading duo, Frank 
bounced past Huffman at the same 
time. The two-rider battle for the lead 
suddenly turned into a three-rider 
battle. In the back section, Clowers also 
caught and passed Huffman. 

On the next lap, and in the same 
section in which most of therace action 
occurred, Kehoe made the decisive 
move which finally gave him the lead. 
After the rocker section, Kehoe stopped 
Chamberlain with a block pass that 
gave him the lead. Frank followed suit 
taking an outside line around Cham- 
berlain going into the mid-field 
double. One lap later, Clowers passed 
Chamberlain for the third position. 
Kehoe and Frank quickly distanced 
themselves from the rest of the pack. 
The finishing order found Kehoe 
taking the moto win, followed by 
Frank, Clowers, Huffman and 
Chamberlain. 

The second moto had Kehoe written 
all over it. Kehoe grabbed the holeshot, 
ahead of Frank, Huffman, Chamber- 
lain апа Clowers. Clowers bounced 
around Chamberlain on the second 








lap, while Frank bobbled in the 
midsection of the track and dropped 
back to fifth. Trying to make up for 
lost time, Frank crashed in the stadium 
rocker section. Kehoe scored the win, 
with Huffman, Clowers, Chamberlain 
and Gordon Ward rounding out the 
top five. Dual moto wins gave Kehoe 
the overall win, while Huffman's 4- 
2 scores earned him second overall. 
Clowers and Chamberlain finished 
third and fourth overall, respectively. 

Kehoe was again the big money 
winner in the 125cc Pro class. In the 
first moto, Kehoe pulled the holeshot 
ahead of Bubba Erickson, Shane 
Trittler, Mercier and Huffman. 
Trittler squeezed past Erickson on the 
second lap, while Clowers, working up 
from a mediocre start, moved past 
Huffman for the fifth position. Clow- 
ers’ momentum carried him past 
Trittler to take over the second posi- 
tion. Kehoe, however, was gone. 
Clowers could not catch Kehoe, and 
Trittler dropped to 10th on the fifth 
lap. Kehoe took the moto win ahead 
of Clowers, Huffman, Erickson and 
Mercier. 

Huffman grabbed the lead in the 
second moto, with Clowers, Kehoe, 
Trittler and John Ray in hot pursuit. 
Kehoe began knocking on Clowers’ 
back door on the third lap. Kehoe tried 
to sail past Clowers over the finish line 
tabletop jump, but the bone crunching 
landing fell short. Kehoe switched to 
a more traditional method of passing, 
and ducked to the inside of Clowers 
after the rocker section. Kehoe then set 
out for Huffman, who had so far been 
uncontested. Kehoe caught Huffman 
with two laps remaining, and when 
the two riders appeared from the back 
section of the track, it was a drag race 
to the finish, with Huffman barely 
holding off Kehoe for the moto win. 
Kehoe took the overall, with Huffman 
claiming the runner-up position and 
Clowers, Erickson and Ray Crumb 
rounding out the top five. 

Oscar Ancheta ran away with the 
125cc Junior division one honors 
scoring back-to-back moto wins. 
Ancheta led the way around the first 
turn, with Shane Scarpiello, Angelo 
Ingrande, Aaron Wasnea and Chris 
Finley giving chase. Scarpiello began 
pressuring Ancheta for the lead, but 
Ingrande slipped by Scarpiello on the 
second lap. On the fourth lap, Scar- 
piello planted himself in the ground 
and dropped back to 18th. Mike Van 








Noordt moved into the third position, 
and the moto ended with Ancheta 
taking the win ahead of Ingrande, 
Richard Stephens and Van Noordt.

Carson cooks High 
Point Vet MX

om Carson captured a pair of class 
Tits at the inaugural Senior/Vet 

Eastern National Motocross 
Championships, presented by FMF, 
Dirt Bike and Yokohama, at Pennsyl- 
vania’s High Point Raceway. The 30- 
year-old Kawasaki rider, riding a 
Gear/Pro-Action/EBC/Pro-Circuit/ 
Smith/Bell/Mark Koppel-backed 
Kawasaki KX500, won the Pro class 
and the Senior (+25) Expert race with 
a four-moto sweep. 

The event, which drew 250 adult 
racers, included 14 motocross classes 
for riders 25 years of age and older, 
plus seven support classes for younger 
enthusiasts. Also, a late-afternoon, 
one-hour hare scrambles race was held 
with ATK-mounted Ron Palermo 
earning the overall win. 

“This is the first time that I ever rode 
a vet race," admitted Carson, a jour- 
neyman pro competitor from Hope- 
dale, Ohio. “I was set to ride the 
Montreal supercross but they cancelled 
it when the roof fell apart. I jumped 
back in my van and drove all night 
to get here, and it turns out it was well 
worth it.” 

Carson earned $500 in cash for his 
efforts, plus contingency awards from 
several of the more than two dozen 
event sponsors. 

In the first 20 minute Pro moto 
Carson roared into the early lead on 
his Kawasaki KX500 and never looked 
back, eventually winning by more than 
10 seconds. He was challenged early 
by BT Racing’s Tim Coombs, Jeff 
Provance and Mark Garrison. How- 
ever, with temperatures hovering 
around 90 degrees, each of the trio 
faded in the late stages. Davey Coombs, 
riding a Suzuki RM125, was able to 
work his way into second at the finish 
after a poor start. Gary Semics and 
Warren Reid also suffered from poor 
jumps off the uphill starting area and 
could only muster fourth and ninth 
place finishes, respectively. 

Carson again blasted into the early 
lead in race two, but this time Semics 
got an equal jump from the gate. For 
the first few laps the duo kept a safe 
distance from the rest of the pack. Save 
for a brief surge into second by Davey 
Coombs, Carson and Semics settled 
in for a cruise to the checkered flag 
where Carson scored the win. Coombs 
placed third and edged Semics out for 
second overall. Reid again had trou- 
ble keeping up with the more pow- 
erful 250 and Open machines and 
finished 13th. 

Carson’s win in the Plus 30 A class 
was another 1-1 runaway. Garrison 
was second overall while New York's 
Skip Kopowski placed third. 

Bart, Lucas captured the Plus 35 A 
class victory with a pair of moto wins. 
He was chased to the finish in both 
motos by Kopowski and cross country 
racing standout Rick Kresic. 

Mark Hamilton dueled through 
both Plus 35 B class motos with A.C. 
Bruce. The two riders tied with a win 
and a second apiece but Hamilton got 
the nod for his better second-moto

Nobles, Hall split the money

Andrew “Tripp” Nobles made the journey to

Baldus and Nobles were dicing back and forth 
throughout, with Nobles capitalizing on a few 
of Baldus’ wide corner exits to eventually take 
second place. Haldane and Batey were nearby, 
but remained mired in fourth and fifth, where 
they both finished, respectively. 

When the flag waved for the start of the 
B Superstock race, Baldus was already gone 
— he had jumped the flag. Baldus then made 
a double mistake by stopping after he jumped 
— he was already going to be docked a lap, 
and should have kept going. Soon, the pack 
received the real flag, and caught the faltering 
Baldus. 

Entering the first turn, and Hall was in his 
accustomed spot out in front. Baldus — who 
was in second off the line — ran wide coming 
out of five, letting Nobles past. From there, 
Hall and Nobles began to make a break from 
E- ick, stretching their lead every lap. 

е battle up front was tight: Neither Hall 
S Nobles could pass anywhere except by 
drafting down the front straight, so that is 
what they did, every lap. Luckily for Nobles, 
he led into the first turn on the white fla, 
lap. As the duo rounded the final turn, Hal 
tucked in tight for a last minute draft, but 
he could not muster the speed to make a pass 
before the checkered flag, and had to settle 
for second behind Nobles. Batey was credited 
with third, "followed by Todd Hoge, with 
David McGrath rounding out the top five. 

Charles Harbin dominated a series of 
competitive Novice races. First, in the B 
Production Novice race, Harbin outlasted 
both Steve Moser and Michael Bailey for the 
win (Moser and Bailey would compete against 
each other again in C Production, finishing 
one-two, respectively). 

Harbin also piloted his Suzuki GSXR750 
to back-to-back wins in А and B Superbike, 
in addition to placing second behind Brett 
Harrelson in A Production Novice.

Brown bags two Appalachian 
Fair Supercross wins

GRAY, TN, SEPT. 7 
Mike Brown walked away with the 125 and 
250cc A class victories at the Appalachian 
Regional Fair Supercross in his hometown 
of Gray, Tennessee.

Corner for 
corner, jump for jump, Chester pursued 
Brown, getting thwarted no matter which line 
he took. On the last turn of lap 14 of the 
15-lap event, Chester thought he saw his 
chance when Brown's speed took him wide, 
allowing Chester to duck underneath. How- 
ever, Brown recovered and slammed the door 
in Chester's face. For the final lap, all Chester's 
efforts to pass came to naught, and he took 
the finish line jump with half a bike length 
deficit to Brown. Lough finished third once 
again. 

Brian Hess dominated 250cc C class action, 
although Chad Mullins mounted an assault 
on his position during the main. Smooth 
riding and speed emm to Hess's advantage, 
however, and he sailed over the finish line 
tabletop а good three lengths in front of 
Mullins.

Graves buries Willow Springs RR

ROSAMOND, CA, SEPT, 13-15 

Chuck Graves secured his hold on the Miller 
High-Life Formula One Championship by 
capturing another race win at the ninth round 
of American Road Racing Association action 
at Willow Springs International Raceway. 

Graves had no problem taking the lead from 
the start of the race on his Michelin-shod, Greg 
Lundy-prepared Suzuki GSXR1100. He was 
followed by Bruce Tebo and Robert Miller. 
Scott Gray started from the back of the pack 
and passed Tebo to take second halfway 
through the first lap. Although Graves 
quickly opened up a sizable lead from the rest 
of the riders, Gray was clearly not allowing 
him to garner an insurmountable advantage. 

At the end of the first lap, Robert Miller 
came under pressure from Michael Graves for 
the fourth place position. It took another lap, 
Michael Graves succeeded in passing Miller 
in the tight turns three and four. Miller, now 
running in fifth, was soon passed by Kent 
Kunitsugu on his Yamaha TZ250. 

As the laps passed, Gray, Riding a Yoshim- 
ura Performance Center-sponsored Suzuki 
GSXR1100, continued to close the gap оп 
Chuck Graves, reducing it from 2.5 seconds 
on lap eight to less than half a second on 
lap 10. With only two laps left, Gray was 
poised to mount a challenge for the lead, but 
entering turn one on the final lap Gray 
suddenly slowed and pulled off the track and 
out of the race between turns twó and three. 
That gave Chuck Graves an easy win with 
Tebo taking second, Michael Graves finishing 
third and Kunitsugu fourth. 

The Formula Two race featured an exciting 
duel between Michael Graves as he took the 
holeshot on his Littlejohn's Candies- 
sponsored Yamaha but was quickly passed by 
Kunitsugu and Ross Hahn. By the end of the 
first lap, Graves moved back into second and 
mounted a series challenge on Kunitsugu for 
the lead. Drafting him down the front straight, 
Graves pulled past Kunitsugu in turn one. 

Within several turns, Kunitsugu, riding his 
Long Beach Yamaha-sponsored TZ250, 
recaptured the lead, but Graves repeated his 
drafting technique and grabbed the front spot 
in turn one for the next few laps of the race. 
Graves managed to hold Kunitsugu off for 
several laps despite Kunitsugu's constant 
pressure. Graves and Kunitsugu were neck- 
and-neck for the remaining distance to the 
checkered flag. In the middle of the last lap, 
Kunitsugu managed to gain some breathing 
room after encountering a lapped rider that 
Graves had a slight problem in passing. That 
enabled Kunitsugu to take the race win, with 
Graves second and Jason Paden finishing 
third.

Bob Carlson earned a spot for himself in the 
record books at the 2nd Annual Slick 50 
Thunder Nationals, held at Ohio Valley 
Speedway. Carlson became the first rider to 
win two different eliminators for two straight 
races. Carlson topped the Mikuni Super 
Series and the Pingel E.T. Series. 

Sportsman races making the limelight at 
the Slick 50 Thundernationals were Jimmy 
Hayes in the Star Racing Top Gas Series, Jim 
Mauro in the Vance & Hines Super Comp 
Series, Derrick Kelly in the Ape Pro Gas Series, 
Bob Carlson in both the Mikuni Super Gas 
Series and Pingel E.T. Series, and Bill Sauer 
in the Super Modified class. 

Qualifying in both the fuel classes was well 
worth the үс of admission, as the traction 
at Ohio Valley Raceway provided the quickest 
eighth-mile fields of the year. In the EBC 
Brakes Top Fuel Classic it took better than 
a 4.742 speed run to make the eight-bike field, 
which was led for the first time this year by 
Larry McBride at a sensational 4.482 on the 
APE/ART/Cycle Specialist-backed Suzuki. 

Bill Furr led the Rivera/Primo Top Fuel 
Harley Clash field with a great 4.769 second 
run on his Orangeburg Cycle/Dixie Frames- 
backed 1990 Harley, with Jim McClure and 
Michael Roland close behind at 4.784 and 
4.795, respectively. The bump in the eight- 
bike field was a quick 4.973. 

National Records set at. Ohio Valley 
Raceway went to Jim McClure who pounded 
both ends of the Top Fuel Harley standards 
at 4.747 seconds at 152.80 mph, with Bob Taft 
getting both ends of the Pro Stock Harley 
record with sensational numbers of 5.543/ 
121.74 mph. Don Plesser nabbed the B/GN 
standards at 5.018/140.04 with Vince Testa’s 
4.958/140.01 numbers in B/GT and Dwight 
Seldon’s 152.25 mph in B/AT being new 
National records. 

Racing in the Professional classes saw quite 
a few surprises and some of the best side-by- 
side contests of the year. Larry McBride seemed 
to have a handle on his new combination 
which comprised a revamped fuel delivery 
system, along with a new Whipple Industries 








screw-type blower. After making the quickest 
eighth-mile pass of the season, a 4.407 victory 
over Elmer Trett, who blew up his motor on 
his burnout, McBride came right back with 
a 4.490 to 4.728 victory over Chris Iovine's 
turbo Suzuki to place him in the final. 
However, this weekend belonged to Terry 
Kizer and the Orient Express Team. After 
qualifying second with a 4.566, Kizer powered 
Jack O'Malley's turbocharged Suzuki past 
Ralph Smith, 4.543 to 4.747, and snuck by 
Steve Drake; 4.619 to 4.707, to meet McBride 
in the EBC Brakes Top Fuel Classic final. 
Kizer, one of the best “leavers” in the 
business, drilled McBride on the tree; .079 to 
.161 and won his first National event of the 
season, running 4.550/159.04 to stop 
McBride's thundering 4.482/161.73.

Scott Buckmeier rode hard and consistently 
to steal the victory from 18 competitors in the 
125cc Beginner class at Portland International

DeCosta, who had spent most of the moto 
battling with Monroe, then set his sights on 
Kendrick. Kendrick had had enough, though, 
and as DeCosta attempted a last-ditch pass 
attempt at the checkered flag, Kendrick shut 
him off to hold onto fourth. The moto ended 
with Linse in front followed by Buckmeier, 
Johannson, Kendrick and DeCosta.

Howerton tops Dallas Ricker 
Masters Motocross

KINGSPORT, TN, SEPT. 15 

Kent Howerton showed the crowd how he 
became a five-time National Champion by 
winning both the Plus 25 Pro and Plus 30 
Masters classes in the final round of the 
ProSports USA United States Masters of 
Motocross $25,000 Eastern Warm-Up Series 
at the Dallas Ricker Complex. 

Mike Andrews grabbed the early lead in the 
*25 class main, followed by Kevin Foley, Mark 
Barnett, Shoei/Scott/VP Racing Fuels- 
sponsored Howerton, and Alan Andreu. The 
top five riders set a blistering pace, while the 
rest of the pack sorted themselves out for the 
20 minute moto. Andrews was in charge for 
the first four laps until he slid out in a corner, 
giving the lead to Foley and dropping back 
to fourth. Foley tried to pull away but couldn't 
shake Barnett or Howerton until Barnett 
started to fall off the pace due to a flat rear 
tire. Howerton and Andrews seized the 
opportunity and got by Barnett. 

It looked like it might be a Foley runaway, 
but Howerton tucked in behind Foley and 
watched his every move. With less than two 
laps to go, Howerton made his move on the 
back section of the track and passed Foley to 
take over the lead. Howerton stayed in front 
and took the moto win, with Foley, Andrews, 
and Andreu close behind. Barnett managed 
a fifth-place finish on his crippled Honda. 

Howerton said after the race, “I have not 
been able to beat Foley during the first two 
rounds of the series, and this was my last 
chance. It looked like he might be getting tired 
so I made my move and it stuck.” 

Barnett used his Honda CR500's power to 
grab the holeshot on the uphill start of the 
*30 Masters main. Howerton slid in behind 
him with Andreu, Tim Jennings, Steve Lewis 
and Sam Knowlton fighting for positions 
behind the four-time National champion. 
Andreu got by Howerton on the second lap, 
then made his way past Barnett on the third 
lap. The three of era stayed that way for 
the next four laps until Barnett started to slow 
his pace. 

“It was extremely hot out there, and it's 
been about a year since I last raced," said 
Barnett. “I'm lacking in stamina, plus the 500 
is a handful." 

Howerton got in behind Andreu and for 
the next six laps was showing him his front 
wheel every chance he had. With a half lap 
to go, Andreu and Howerton came into a 
corner together, did a little tango, and 
Howerton emerged the leader and went on 
to take the win and the series title in the *30 
Masters class. Andreu finished a close second, 
with Barnett finishing third. Lewis took 
fourth after battling with Jennings for most 
of the moto.
